When the school buses roll in September, it will 
be a year and a half since Columbus schools were 
tele she the gatgal onan amaseaiee eae.

Columbus had close to a year to prepare for 
desegregation.

The question seems 
simple but getting the answer is not so simple. Ask 
five people the question and you wilt have five dif- 
ferent answers. You may also have five different 
reams of mimeographed material detailing 
programs planned, proorane applied for, programs 
held goals and objectives, status reports, reports 
on what other school systems did, ad infinitum. Af-

ter going through it all, you may come up with 
about the same idea you began with, which goes 
something like this. Yes, we're prepared in that the 
buses are ready, the assignments have been made, 
and some schools havemade a real effort to do 
some positive things; but no, we're not prepared in 
that many schools did next to nothing and those 
that did make an effort were undermined by the at- 
titudes of the school board. 

Such an assessment would not be inaccurate, 
but-it-only-telis-a-part of the-story; The difficult 
questions are: What kind of an effort was made to 
prepare for desegregation? Was the effort directed 
where it was needed? Is there a commitment to 
make desegtegation work? How much preparation 
is really needed? Was the preparation widespread, 
or did it just touch a tew schools‘and a ‘lew 
teachers and students? Was it enough to make a 
difference, when school serie? 

Regarding the need, one of the greatest con- 
cerns in the black community is what happens 
once the students are off the buses and behind the 
closed doors of the classroom. 

“For the first time,” commented Leo Ross, at- 
torney for the NAACP, “there will be a large num- 
ber of black children in certain schools. Some 
teachers will find this repugnant to them because 

Socially they are very different.” 

Ross believes human relations .training for 
teachers is essential, and should be mandatory, not 
elective as it is now. “The ones: that don’t think 
they need it are probably the ones that need it the 

most,” he asserted. ; 


Even on a voluntary basis, the school system's 
commitment to human relations seems minimal. 
When a team of staff members was trained to 
provide human relations training a few years ago, 
their services were under utilized and most of:them 
drifted back to the classroom. An application is 
now in for federal funds for human relations 
programs but many people feel that as long as 
there is mo comitment’ from the top, human 
relations programs cannot be effective. 

If any such commitment does exist on the part of 
the highest level school administrators, it's a well- 

secret and will probably remain so, given the 
atitude of the present schoo! board majority. With 
board members using the term “brainwashing” to 
r to such programs and warning (early last 
school year) that they will be-watching closely to 
see that teachers don't become overzealous in 
their preparation efforts, the atmosphere was har-

dly conducive for such programs. One ad- 
ministrator put it this way: 

“We were told to do something, and then the rug 
was pulled out from under us. The board said, ‘If 
anyone does anything positive for desegregation, 
let us know. We'll get. rid of him.’ That was in- 
‘timidating’ to teachers, who had the charge to 
initiate programs. They didn't know whether to do 
them_or not to-do them." 

Aside from physical preparations, such as the 
purchase of buses the biggest push in preparing 
for regation during the year was in providing 
information to schools and students as to what will 
happen next year. This was no small job and the 
desegregation team centered at Alum Crest School 
worked hard to see to it that every school had the 
resources it needed to inform students and prepare 
them for the change. The team was also prepared 
to provide staff development programs for schools 
that requested them. 

+ Given these resources, however, it was up to the 
individual schools to implement their own plans, 
and there were wide variations in what was done. 
Some schools held a number of activities for 
teachers and students, with varying degrees of 
quality, while others did little more than inform 
students where they would be the next year and 
answer questions about their new school. If a 
school principal chose to do as little as possible, 
she was free to do so. The Alum Crest team was 
not in a position to force itself on unwilling prin-

Even the most ambitious schools, however, did 
not have the resources or incentive to provide 
human relations for students, to help students in- 
teract with other students and to learn to cope with 
differences in background and culture. 

It was not until the middie of the year that the un- 
der-staffed regation team got around to 
dealing with the Court's charge that the schoo! 
curriculum. and all instructional materials.must be 
multicultural. There is little evidence that this 
Charge was carried out in a meaningful manner. 
According to one team member, an evaluation of 
materials was made and a resource booklet was 
developed, but there was “no real followup,” 
Despite this lack, a proposal to apply for federal 
(ESAA) funds for multi-cultural curriculum was one — 
of several rejected the board because, they 
claimed, it was a duplication of what was already 
being done. 

Only one of the persons on the Alum Crest 

regation team was a human relations 
specialist until the end of the year when, in se 
two additional human relations persons were ad- 
ded. There were a few programs held at that time 
but the main thrust was to apply for federal funds 
for human relations programs in the fall. 

Will Anderson, former principal of Linden- 
McKinley High School, heads up the school 
system's human relations program and most of his 
time is spent in administering federally funded 
programs. .Anderson's staff submitted several 
ESAA proposals to fund human relations, skill 
development and other programs to support the 
desegregation effort. , 

Although Anderson has been given reasonable 
assurance that the programs will be funded, the 
federal bureaucracy gn slowly and there are: 
concerns that the funds won't come through before 
schoo! starts. Many of the programs are scheduled 
to start up in August. Among the grants awaiting 
clearance are programs in staff skill development, 
elementary counseling, instructional support cen- 
ters, math and language development, safety and 
security services and educational aides. Funding 
has been cleared for North Alternative- High 
School, 

“If we don't get the funds, we're in trouble,” An- © 
derson said. “We're in a bind because we can't 
spend money we don't have.” 

Programs which will go ahead with local monies 
regardiess of whether or not ESAA funds come 
through include a comprehensive reading 
program, certain staff development programs and a 
safety and security program. 

Discussing the image of human relations 
training, Anderson said many people find it 
threatening because they think of it as touching 
and feeling - type activities, “That's not what I'm 
about,” he said. “‘My definition of human relations 
is treating people as they would like to be treated. 
The problem is, how do you get that point.” 

Observing that some programs in the past had 
not been well planned, he said you ‘need a con- 
certed effort to make sure workshops are well 
organized and meet the needs of people. 

nderson said a particularily successful 
workshop was held with bus drivers at the end of 
the school year. 

“We've been very carful to get participants in- 
volved with what they seefas the problem,” he said. _ 
“people don't change their attifudes overnight. 
We've been successful, because people are not 
threatened." 

Maxine Smith, who headed the Alum Crest 
desegregation team said it would have been heip- 
ful to have human relations programs earlier in the 
year but they will-be needed even more in Sep- 
tember,-“‘when people begin to experience the 
changes,” 

“Kids were told about differences in ex- 
pectations and cultural backgrounds,” she said, 
“but it doesn't take on real meaning until you are 
experiencing it.” 

ressing the concern that many schools did 
not take advantage of staff development 
workshops offered by the desegregation team, 
Smith said that.with the staff changes that occur in 

ember, many teachers who didn't have ex- 
posure will have the opportunity to work with those 
who did. 

Smith-said she believes the desegregation team 
had an impact, but “‘the real results will be eviden- 
ced by the behavior demonstrated in September.” 

Although the Alum Crest Desegregation Center 
.was closed at the end of the school year, Smith 
said many of the people that were on the team will 
probably be ae under the ESAA projects, if 
they are funded. She said 90 percent of the team 
members have applied for these positions. 

As the weeks draw closer to September, ac- 
tivities in preparation for desegregation are 
becoming more and more apparent, not just within 
the school system but by outside groups. Several 

roups are planning support efforts through 
rally funded programs, while others are plan- 
ning programs with their own funds. 

Despite the many efforts. however, the questions 
remain. Will black kids get a fair shake, once inside 
the classrooms? Are teachers being trained 
adequately to cope with the changes? Will 
discipline be fair? The answer will require close 
monitoring by parents and the community once 
school begins. In fact, the Court has been urged to 
appoint a monitoring. commission, but that's 
another story. (Such a commission is strongly op- 
posed by the school board majority, and the Court 
has not ruled on the issue.) The CALL-POST will 
report on continuing preparation activities as they 
develop.

She told 
them of her work there and 
when they returned to the 
states, they began sending 
supplies to the village. 
Haiti is the poorest Black 
Republic in the world with 
an average income of 
$120.00 per year for a 
family of four. The life ex- 
pectancy. is forty years of 
age with infant mortality at 
three out of every ten bir- 
ths. Most die of umbilical 
tetanus, so immunizing the 
preganant women is a 
major goal for the village 
clinic. ‘The village is 
eighteen mites 
nearewt hospital with the 
trip takein twenty-four 
hours of waiking and 
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carying the sick over bad 
roads and mountainous 
terrain. This..inspired the 
formation of HAITI, Inc. in 
January 1978. Before the 
formation of the group, Dr. 
Jenkinson was sending 
supplies to the village on 
his own. 

To date, the group has 
held many fund-raising 
projects to pay for two 
water pumps and shipping 
costs of school and 
medical supplies. Their 
next project will be to 
provide the sisters with an 
outboard boat to transport 
the sick to the hospital. 
The boat will cost $5,000.

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EDITORIALS 


Medicine was once looked upon as 
@ profession that was practiced by 
doctors, not for profit or personal 
gain, but for the high ideals of the 
Hippocratic Oath that doctors repeat 
when they are sworn in but soon 
forget. 

America’s present dilemma does 
not stem solely from the excesses of 
Physicians. Along with them has 
come a host of modern day nurses, 
technicians, nurse's aides, medical 
social workers and specialists of all 
Varieties. In this modern complex, 
which we call medicine, we must add 
the computer, the Electron 
Microscope and we have even 
reached into the atom with the 

rm practice of Atomic Medicine. 
It this were not enough., we have 
contrived such loving names as 
“Medicare” and Medicaid” to add to 
this new phenomenon which we call 
“The Practice of Medicine.” 

The health establishment is quick 
to point out, that- Americans receive 
the best health care in the world. 
They fail to mention, however, that 
Americans also pay more than any 
other people on the face of the earth 
for-heaith care: 

‘t was just revealed by the 
Congress, that after ten years and 
billions of dollars spent on the war 
on Cancer, we still are nowhere near 
@ cure or even near understanding 
this complex disease. 

Prescriptions, the cost of health in- 
surance and the tremendous waste 
that takes place in the health 
establishment’ seems to be con- 
tributing mightily to the rise in in- 
flation. 

The American doctor today, earns 
more than his peers in any other 
country. He is also the highest paid 
individual working in this country. 
America spends more per capita on 
health care than any other nation. 
Paradoxical though it may seem, 


Black Americans are the victims of / 


this expensive system which denies 
equal delivery of medical services. 
Twenty years ago, Cleveland had 
over 100 black physicians actively 
Practicing when Blacks represented 
only 20% of the population of this 
city. Today, Blacks represent 43% of 
the population and at the same time, 
have less than 50 active black 


médical. practitioners practicing in. 


the inner city. 
Something is definitely wrong with 
the system. 
We think the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Health Care of the Ohio House 
headed by Cleveland's Represen-

tative, John Thompson, is on the 
right track in trying to focus in on the 
high cost of medical care and the 
need for a review of the Health Care’ 
Delivery System. 

The Committee's suggestion of 
establishing an office of review, 


‘seems to us, to be a good idea. We 


do not think that doctors’ or dentists’ 
fees shouldbe regulated: We do 
beliéve, however, that hospital 
charges, prescription rates, health in- 
surance premiums and other charges 
that affect the cost of medical cere 
should all be subject to review and 
adjustment before the public is 
called upon to pay these escalating 
costs. 

Alongside investigation and 
review of these costs, should be an 
investigation. into the Health Care 
Delivery System. Hospitals do not 
pay real estate taxes, sales taxes, nor 
do they pay for water and a variety of 
service which an ordinary business 
pays. The law requires them to main- 
tain emergency room facilities. Many 
don't maintain emergency facilities 
or if they have them, they discourage 
the use of emergency rooms —by 
making patients walt four and five 
hours before seeing a doctor. 

In the ghetto, medical treatment 
has been left up to a handful of 
Clinics where foreign doctors and in- 
terns are trying to discover the 
human body. 

Many affiuent white doctors have 
left the ghetto. A recent survey 
shows that on the East side, over 
80% of the new medical building, 
medical offices and facilities that are 
being built are going up beyond and 
east of Green Road. In many of these 
deluxe offices, doctors will not see 
Medicare or Medicaid patients. 

This dislocation of medical 
facilities and in some cases, exor- 
bitant charges for medical services 
when added to the apparent un- 
willingness of people in medicine 
(not only doctors but insurance com- 
panies, medical suppliers and 
medical schools)-to  self-police the 
health industry, which is now the 
largest business in America, will un- 
doubtedly bring on more stringent 
government regulations and 
demands for regulation of fees and 
price controls. . 

England's experiment with a form 
of socialized medicine, is a disaster. 
America’s Free Enterprise System is 
also headed for a disaster unless 
some form of self-restraint is exer- 
cised by those in the health care 
professions. 


Affirmative Action 


The thunder of the recent Bakke 
decision by the United States 
Supreme Court has awaken the 
sleeping giants of the Civil Rights 
movement. Last week, the NAACP 
held a high level conference in 
Detroit on the subject. ' 

Dr. Benjamin Hooks, the NAACP's 
National Executive Director, is right 
in-declaring a, “Manifesto-for Action” 
aimed at convening a White House 
Conference on Affirmative Action. 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, President 
of Operation PUSH, at this week's 
PUSH Convention in Kansas City, 
Missouri, directed a major part of the 
convention effort towards methods to 
keep Affirmative Action alive. 

The Rev. Mr. Jackson has taken 
the position the Bakke decision 
greatly weakened, if it did not indeed 
destroy Affirmative Action. As Rev. 
Jackson has put it,. “with a split 
court, we can not any longer leave 


our very existence in the hands of a 
five to four decision.” He maintains, 
that we must decide now to keep the 
judicial avenue open but that we 
must also direct our attention to the 
legislative branch and seek addi- 
tional laws that will support Affir- 
mative Action. 

It is our position that Affirmative 
Action-involves.the-whole fabric—-of 
American Society. Affirmative Action 
is but a means of addressing past 
wrongs against Blacks, women and 
others in our society who have been 


the victims of high unemployment * 


and discrimination in every phase of 
life. Affirmative Action is not reverse 
discrimination. We wholeheartedly 
support the positions of the NAACP 
and Operation PUSH to continue the 
fight in the legislative halis, the 
White House, the Governor's Man- 
sions throughout the country and the 
city halls of every city in America. 


Jimmy's Friends

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A Radical Making Laws 


Before his election to the Ohio House of Represen- 
tatives in 1976, Black Rep. Les Brown, (D- Columbus), 
was on the black list of the power structure and was 
even so militant and “radical” that he was studiously 
shunned by the so-called white liberal Democrats. 

Now’ simost two years later, Les Brown doesn't 
seem to have changed his philosophical stripes, but 
he has miraculously gained a large measure of 
respect from those who once pictured him as a 
young black trouble-maker hell-bent on starting a riot. 

"He accomplished this almost unprecedented feat 
Not by militant radical activities_in the streets, but by 
skillfull: and smooth performance in the majestic 
halls of the Ohio General Assembly. 

As a freshman, Brown simply ignored the aged old 
tradition which holds that rookie lawmakers are sup- 
posed to be seen and not heard, and he made it stick. 

Using the same gift of gab that rated him tops 
among radio and night club hosts to turn 
listeners on instead of off, but Brown did not rely on 
these valuable attributes in debating an issue. 

To the contrary, he thoroughly researched the basic 
needs for legislation before proposing such measures 
for his colleagues to consider. As a result this sound 
approach, he experienced little difficulty in influen- 
cing the legisiator's to approve his measures. 

This obviously wise approach resulted in him get- 
ting three of his bills passed and signed Into law by 
Gov, James A. Rhodes, a freshman notwithstanding. 
And it Is ironical, that as a ‘militant, radical’ civil 
rights agitator; neither of the three bill dealt with race 
per se. : 

As an example, the bill signed last week by Rhodes 
increased penalities for cemetery vandals. For canvic- 
ted cemetery desecratsion, Brown's bill calls for a 
maximum penalty of five years and a $2500 fine. The 
present-taw maximum of 90 Geye and a $7650 fine. 

Another Brown bill signed by Rhodes several weeks 

0 carries a built-in protection against Money Order 
gip - artists. Under the new law, Money Order backers 
must post bond with the State Dept. of Commerce as 
a means of guaranteeing the purchaser against 
buying defaulted documents. 

Brown, in the meantime, lived up to his reputation 
of <n a fulltime legislator last week when he “ft 
other Columbus State Legislators to meet with City 
Hall officials at least once every three months. 

He took the action after the city came close to 


losing $2.5 million by failing to ly to the state for 
tne Roney Gvallebio’ te neady cities. 


The state had relied upon the legislators to notify 
their respective cities of the filing deadline for the 
funds. Brown wants to take steps to prevent this slip- 
up from occuring again.

Tests are all too of- 
ten capricious, ill-conceived and Culturally-biased. 
But testing can be a useful tool to measure a 
student's mastery over subject matter. The Purpose of 
a test shouldn't be to label the student; it should be a 
teaching guide to help instructors meet the individual 
needs of their students. 

Thus, competency tests introduced in early grades, 
and used as tools to help teachers who bel in 
their pupil's potentials improve the education given 
children, have their place. Such tests are positive

SCOTT JOPLIN-The 
Man Who Made Ragtime 
by James Haskins with 
Kathieen Benson.

Actually, there are 
38 pages of reference 
notes and one is inclined 
to believe that this book 
was written primarily for 
music students or those in- 
terested in factual bio- 
graphies that concentrate 
on the travel movements of 
an itinerant black 


musician,

der, that all the problems 
which -Cleveland encoun- 
ters are ‘‘Kucincich’'s” 
problems. We should be 
careful not to confuse 
these problems with our 
present police’ force 
problems, The police are 
refusing not only an order 
from the mayor and safety 
director, but what they have 
admitted “point blank” is 
that they refuse to protect 
the black people in the 
metro housing projects. 
They admitted that they 
were afraid to patrol alone 
even in broad daylight. 

All major.cities are trying 
to return their potice of- 
ficers to a beat. When you 
think about it, it makes 
sense. The understanding 
and sense of security, 
which a community has 
would certainly be enhan- 
ced by the availability of a 
local officer. He could be 
someone. that the com- 
munity would know on a 
first. name basis. Police 
work is not simply putting 
on the cuffs and booking 
criminals. It's making the 
community, the whole 
community feel safe, not 
just the white community 
feel safe. He must be a 
diplomat of the street, a 
protector of all good, and 
an enemy to all evil, not 
just selected groups of 
each. 

The’ Cleveland Police by 
going on strike have 
exhibited to everyone that 
they Care nothing for poor 
black people. The entire 
black community should 
react to this. situation 
without having to become 
compromising. We do not 
have to reach back far to 
remember the term “poor 
blacks” do not just refer to 
many of us, but was a term 
used to define the entire 
black race. 

The black community 
shouldnotignore the racist 
undertones - the police ac- 
tion. In a city with 40% 
black population, there is 
no place for racism on the 
police force. It obviously 
exists, the only way for it to 
be removed will be for us 
to remove it. Certainly we 
need more black officers, 
40% of the police should 
be black. Black men would 
not be afraid to patrol 
black areas or any other 

‘ area. It should be obvious 
to any Diack person that 


the Cleveland police force 
doesn't care about us 
biacks.

It is @ cruel fact of American history that society has 
consistently sought to maintain psychological and social 
control over its black citizens not only through a systent 
of miseducation but by a deliberate indoctrination of in- 
feriority..The-Constitutionaltanguage making blacks no. 
more than “three-fifths of all other persons” has been, 
enshrined in words and in deeds. : 

From the 1857 Dred Scott decision in which the 
Supreme Court held that blacks had no rights that 
whites were bound to respect to the scholarly treatises: 
of the Shockleys and Jensens, our society has labored, 
hard to perpétuate the myth that the children of Africa, 
are genetically inferior. ty, 

One of the immediate concerns of the NAACP immed 
lately upon being founded in 1909 was to attack the: 
common notion that blacks have smaller brains than 
whites, so they were indeéd inferior. ; 

Progress is relative. So, to the extent that the size of, 
black and white craniums are no longer compared td. 
measure intellectual ability, society ought to be thankful: 

Nevertheless, despite the great abundance of natural 
and economic wealth of our nation, there still seems to 
be the felt need among those who control our institu- 
tions to perpetuate the notion of black inferiority. The ex- 
tensive attacks on affirmative action programs, espec- 
lally those In colleges, is but one. example. 

Other more subtle and infinitely more dangerous: 
myths are fostered by some of our own spokesmen.’ 
Some not only attack affirmative action as a program for, 
admitting unqualified black students through the back _ 
door, but they also self-servingly play upon the weak- 
nessés of our urban school systems to show that blacks 
are to be blamed for their own plight. 

They do not accentuate the positive of academic; 
achievement, but rather they uphold the easily recogn-.; 
izable destructive qualities of predominantly black 
schools, which are underfunded, under-statfed, and’ 
outrightly abused to demonstrate that black children® 
could learn if only they themselves had-a will to do 80,:) 

What blagk people must never forget, however, is that’ 
if it had not been for the initially few among us who slip=_ 
ped through the massive screening processes {0 «+ 
become noteworthy intellectual achievers; those blacks: 
who are most prone to blame their race for its current’ 
educational problems would, certainly not have been): 
provided role models to spur them on to their own, 
limited successes. 

It was for these reasons that | launched the NAACP 
ACT-SO (acronym for Afro-Academic, Cultural,” 
Technological; Scientific-Olympics) program shortly af-« 
ter bcoming Executive Director last year. Black children:: 
have had so many role models, except intellectual, 
achievers. 3 

Our athletes are among mankind's finest physical, . 
specimens and performers. Their acumen on the football . 
and baseball fields, onthe track and on basketball andé 
tennis courts rightly are celebrated. We certainly should:: 
strive for no lessening of these exampies of brain and. . 
brawn. 

On the other hand, we must been strive also to 
develop so many intellectual role models that we will be 
able to saturate every community, every school, the ailr-« 
waves and every newspaper and publication with exam- -, 
ples of bidck achievers. A good many of these achievers. . 
are presently within our midst, as so many NAACP 
delegates discovered at the recent convention in Port-” 
land. 

Based on a pilot program involving 13 cities, our bran-» 
ches, and private ind ais were able to select 57 win- 
ners, grades 9 through 12,for. sponsorship to the national 
competition at the convention. These youngsters were 
high achievers in the visual, performing and literary arts; ' 
the natural and social sciences. 

Thirty-four winners were chosen, and wee received +: 
prizes totaling $15,000 in cash and value. This was a.-; 
humble beginning, but it was a start that the NAACP will 
be building into a monument of black academic ja 
achievement. ee

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Parent Can Help Child By 
Tuning In To Feelings 


Ever think—Do | talk to 
my child or do | talk with 
my child? The parent who 
talks to his child usually 
nags, reminds, threatens, 
lectures, questions, or 
probes. A parent who talks 
with his child listens to 
what the child says and 
can tell how the child 
feels. 

It is important to talk 
with the child. This helps 
the child develop trust, 
initiative‘and creativity. 

Parents should not place 
themselves in a win or lose 
position when talking with 
a child, but this often hap- 
pens. The most successful 
parent-child | communica- 
tion is based on mutual 
respect. 

Mutual respect means 
that both parent and child 
allow each other to ex- 
press feelings and ideas 
honestly and without fear. 
For this type of “helpful” 
communication, the 
listener must understand 
the meaning of what the 
other person is ing. 

The speaker's feelings 
must be considered. Judg- 
ments concerning these 
feelings should not .be 
made” but accepted.” tn 
other .words, we want to 
show others that we under- 
stand their ideas and 
feelings. 

To do this, several tech- 
niques can be used. The 
message must be un- 
derstood. Don't give short 
answers which just hint at 
what you really mean. This 
requires the listener to 
mind-read. The mind- 
reading method of com- 
munication. does not work 
well

Don't tell a child, “Stop 
that!’ without explaining 
what ‘that’ is. Just 
because a parent telis a 
child that something 
should be stopped doesn 
mean the child will under- 
stand the e. 

This same idea can be 
used in disciplining 
children. A child should 
always be disciplined as 
soon as he does 
something wrong, The 
child should be told why 
he is being punished. 

If another person is 
doing something that 
bothers you, tell ae By 
using an |-message. 
the other person know how 
you feel because of his ac- 
tions. 

For example, if your 
child makes a lot of noise 
while you are trying to read 
the newspaper, say, “! 
can't read the newspaper 
because the noise you are 
making is disturbing me.” 
This tells the child that it is 
not just his problem but 
also yours. 

A You-ne: such as, 
“You stop making that 
noise!"" would give the 
child_a feeling of--being 
blamed for-the whole 
problem. It will make him 
feel unhappy. Some 
children’ would respond to 
the statement by making 
even more noise or by 
doing something else to 
irritate the parent. 

An \i-message shows 
trust and respect. Remem- 


ber to focus on yourself 
and your own feelings, not 
on the child.

non-profit basis, a housing 
alternative for those able 
to care for themselves, but 
who can no longer. main- 
tain their own homes for 
physical or financial 
reasons,” she said. . 

The house can ac- 
commodate six residents 
and room costs vafy on the 
basis of room size. A 
second floor semi-private 
room, for example, will 
start at $265 per month. 

A resident manager will 
be responsible for day-to- 
day operation of the house, 
with residents sharing in 


reasonable household 
tasks. The room cost 
covers all services 


provided, including meals. 
“Residents must be am- 
bulatory and totally able to 


care for their personal 
needs. Priority will be 
given those applicants 


over 62 years of age who 
live in Groveport Madison 
Township,” said Mrs. 
Steele. Residents will be 
selected in a non-dis- 
criminatory manner 
without regard to race, 
color, religion, sex or 
national origin.
